I aaw lately a Vetter from a young girl 
the graduate of one of our beat area tern 
state unirand ties, who modestly re¬ 
quested admission as a mathematical 
student to the graduate department of a 
leading eastern institution. She repre¬ 
sented that she ha<l not only mastered 
analytic geometry and the differentia) 
and integral calculus, but had grappled 
with “quartrrmoos" and “determraant*" 
and “least squares" and many other 
hard things, and by way of evidence 
sent oa taro tbeers, one on “tVwometrir 
Inversion" ami one on “Unicur**! (.'ll- 
bice." which bring inspected by the 
mathematical department at once con¬ 
firmed her claims. Now there is no 
surplus of pupils in the graduate math 
etnatk-sl Ms: of tba* inaUtution. then* 
were, indeed, only twenty of these laet 
year just uiw half of whom hsldfsllov- 

ahipe or *cho!anihijie, and thns were 
aided while at their studios-n Tittle 
more than three graduate pupils to an 
instructor, for there are six iu*trnct*»rs. 

Yet here was a young woman whose 
one desire was to study mathematics 
and j«y for it, and she had to l«e in¬ 
formed that her request must lie drilled 
Setting all else aside, hen- was surely a 
great waste of arientific material. The 
precise object of a gr«%t university 
would seem to la* to bring students ami 
teachers together*—la carriere ourerte 
anx talens, as Najs>le*»n *aid. There 
was no complex question of residence, 
since three of thc twtlity pnpils live out 
of town and come daily to their rocita- 
dons; and yet. for the mere fact vt liv¬ 
ing a woman, this promoting mathemat¬ 
ical pnpll is left to pick up the most ad¬ 
vanced researches that she can without 
a teacher. It will seem simply incred¬ 
ible, twenrv years hence, that such a 
condition of things can ever have ex¬

QtOBGB W. BUNGAY 


POET, LrTBJtxTErB 
AJID LBTTCBXB, I'AHBBS AWAY. 

George W. Bnngay died at 5 p. m. on 
Sunday In Bloomfield. He was born In 
Walslngbam. Suffolk county. England, on 
on July 23, 1818, and was 74 years of age. 
In November, 1889, hs was taken with a 
paralytic stroke, and In the following 
February moved to Bloomfield, where he 
quietly lived and passed away on Sunday. 

He came to New York city when he was 
9 years old, and only received a common 
school education. He was for forty years 
an ^Abolitionist, an active worker for the 
Republican party and a strong temper¬ 
ance advocate. 

He never swerved In his devotion to 
the Republican party and wa* an earnest 

and eloquent speaker. He possessed a 
most remarkable memoty. as after read¬ 
ing over a poem or an article once or 
twice, ha always retained It In his mem- 
oty. Some yeaYs ago he gars an Illustra¬ 
tion of this In Dr. Porter’s Church st 
Brooklyn, when persons In the audience 
with books In their hands gave the titles 
of poems which he would recite with the 
utmost accuracy. Ho was ail his life 
engaged in literary pursuits. 

He founded the Illon Independent at 
Ilion.N. Y. which was aftei wards removed 
to Utioa,N. Y. and was sucsessful as long 
as he conttollod It. He waa also editor 
of the Metropolitan, an lllus rated weekly 
published In Ne*Y ork by the Buttarlek 
Publishing Company* In lMf.l he became 
oonnected the New York Tribune as a 
reportet and writer under Horace Grvely.
